Thk Railroad Votk. — It affords us much satis- 
faction to announce the almost unanimous verdict of 
the stockholders of the Louisville and Frankfort rail- 
road in favor of the subscription of $100,000 to the 
Lexington and Big Sandy railroad. The election 
S3.- held yesterday, and almost two-thirds of the 
stockholders voted for the appropriation. There ap- 
pears to he almost a perfect degree of unanimity 
upon this subject. It is essentially necessary that 
we connect Mt. Sterling, and the rich surrounding 
section to the north and east of that place, with our 
city.

The Rivkr. — Interruption of Ferry cninmunsration 
to Jofersonrilte and New Albany. — River Gorged. — 
Givingtivay of Ice — Damage and Dangerons Position 
of Boats, frc— The very cold weather has put an 
effectual stop to the running of the ferry-boats. The 
Jeffersonville boat, after trying all day to come 
across, succeeded, got within a few hundred feet of 
the wharf, and then returned to the other side. Mr. 
Avery measured the thickness of the ice in the river 
jnst below the tow-head, and found it from 6 to 8 
inches thick. Teams were crossing on it last eve- 
ning with safety. 

The New Aibany ferry-boat did not run at all 
vesterday. and persons were crossing the river on 
the ice. 

The river gorged yesterday morning below New Al- 
bany, and this caused a rise of several feet at Port- 
land, and floated off a large quantity of ice which 
had accumulated above. This ice came down with 
great force against the boats lying at Portland, and 
parted their lines. 

The Alvin Adams, which was lying in shore her 
whole length and some distance above the fleet es- 
caped, but all the others were lying close together, 
with their sterns out iu the streams. The Uiats were 
lying in the following rotation: Virginia, Southern- 
er. Empire, Fanny Bullitt, R. J. Ward, a new hull, 
A. L Shotwell, Peter Tellon, Wm. Dixon, and An- 
telope. The Virginia, lying at the head of the fleet, 
parted her lines first, and all the others followed to 
the Antelope. The latter was forced on the wharf 
lengthwise by the Shotwell. which was forced against 
her, and the latter had her guard, stauncheons, and 
her cabin damaged. The new hull was forced along- 
side of the Shotwell. The Tellon sustained no dam- 
age; she is however hard aground, and there is no 
possibility of her getting oft' until the river breaks 
up. The R. J. Ward, which was lying above the 
new hull, got aground by having her bow forced 
on the wharf, and this prevented the boats al>ove 
her from coming in contact with those below. The 
Virginia, Southerner, Empire, and Fauny Bullitt 
were however forced several hundred yards in the 
river by the ice, and are now lying in that condition 
hemmed in by the gorge, which extends from Ship 
pingsport to New Albany. They will have to re- 
main there until the river broaks up, but are in no 
immediate danger. The Antelope and Wm. Dixon 
sustained no injury. 

The Virginia, Fanny Bullitt, R. .1. Ward, the new 
hull, A. L. Shotwell, Wm. Dixon, and Antelope are 
partially laden. The hull of the new boat belonged 
to St. Louis, and the Ward was to tow it to Cai 
and had put some of her freight on it. Capt. Miller 
commenced unloading it last evening. 

We understand that a meeting of the board of 
underwriters will be held this morning to 
the propriety of unloading all the boats. 

Steamer Highflyer Sttnk. — Supposed to be a Total 
Ijoss. — Telegraphic dispatches were received by 
Messrs. Sherly, Bell & Co. last evening, announcing 
the siuking of this steamer. The Highflyer had 
come from New Orleans bound for this port, but 
finding the river closed above Paducab, took on board 
about half a load at that place, consisting of cotton 
and tobacco, and was on her return to* New Orleans. 
She was sunk on the Grand Chain, in the Ohio river, 
and the disputch states that it is supposed she will 
be a total loss. As soon as Cupt. Reid, of the Fash- 
ion, which boat Ls laid up at ( 'aim, and belongs to 
the same company, heard of the disaster, he started 
with his boat for the Highflyer, but the water at 
Cash Island was so low that the F. could not get to 
her. 

The Highflyer was two or three years old, worth 
about $30,000, and insured for $18,000, divided be- 
tween the following offices: Merchants' of Philadel- 
phia $_*,500, City Insurance of Cincinnati $*2,500, 
Delaware Mutual Safety $3,000, Louisville Insu- 
rance Company $2,000, Jefferson Insurance Compa- 
ny, of this city, $2,000, Franklin Insurance Compa- 
ny, of this city, $2,000, and Commercial Insurance 
Company of Louisville $2,000. 

The New Albany Ledger notices the closing of the 
river at that point, and adds: "This is the first time 
within the memory cf the 'oldest inhabitant' that 
the river has been entirely closed here. A gentle- 
man who has lived here for forty years says he 
never saw such a spectacle before as the river in 
front of the city presented this morning." 

The Cumberland river was frozen over at Nash- 
ville for the first time in twenty-one years, and per- 
sons were crossing it on the ice. The thermometer 
at Nashville on Monday morning stood 8 degrees 
below zero. 

The weather was colder yesterday than it has 
been any preceding day this season. The thermome- 
ter at 7 o'clock yesterday morning stood 6 degrees 
below zeto, and during the day it did not get higher 
than 6 degrees above zero; at 6 o'clock last evening 
it stood at zero, and at half-past 1 o'clock last night 
it stood at 6 degrees below zero. 

The barometer was pretty high last night, but it 
had only risen one from noon yesterday to 12 o'clock 
1 ast night.

Poor-Uouse Dfetloiineittx.—We are astounded and 
mortilied at the disclosures made by the report of the Sen- 
ate Committee on the condition of the l*oor-Hous<:s in the 
State of New York. We have not a copy of the document 
in hand, but we learn from the Albany Journal that the 
condition of wmc of the couuty poor-hou«ee, a. described 
therein, in almost incredible. They are badly built, worse 
arranged, not ban wanned, and not at all ventilated. 

The uutbrtunate tenant* of these places, when they are 
not starved, aud fed upon tainted meat, spoiled ti-h. and 
decaying vegetables, are lodged either in open sheds, where 
they freeze, or in close hovels, where they suffocate. They 
sleep ] iled in tiers. They sicken without attention, die 
without medicine, and are tossed into grave* like brutes. 

Iu one "institution" not less than one-fourth of its 1.17 
inmates died (say rather were killed) in less than a single 
year! They are literally the abodes of Pestilence and 
Famine. While the sane fare thus badly the insane fare 
worse. Blows and chains are the only prescriptions for men- 
tal di-ea-e. The lunatic is beaten because of his wandering 
mind, and the idiot pounded for his lack of sense. Some 
wretched one* Ife U|xiu straw, amid the accumulated filth 
of months, with no coveriug but such of this foul bed as ad- 
heres to their bodies. The blind, the deaf, the crippled, 
hu .Idled together, are treated with equal inhumanity— as if I 
they were doomed to suffer by the neglect of man as well as 
by the visitation of (iod. 

The Sii|>ervisors, who should see and correct these abuses, 
sometimes do not visit the place once a vear, sometime* not 
duriugtheir term of office. Not uufr.-qucntly contia torsare 
jicmiitted to grind a profit out of the labor of the ini-era- ! 
ble wretches aud then starve them in return. 

Iu many of the jails, while the bodily treatment is bet- 
ter, the moral influences are even worse. The witness is ! 
locked iu with the thief, boys and girls, for a first petty ' 
offense, share the rooms of hardened convict" — learning 
their ways and their wickedness. It would be unjust to i 
include all jail? and poor .house* in this censure. Some an 1 
neat, comfortable, orderly, and well 
and restrain their inmates. Some are 
kind, lint their number it sadly few. 

Iu the asylums, hospitals, homes, Ac, the committee for 
the most part find little to condemn, while there ismucb 
that merits praise. Their good effects are limited rather by 
lack of means than lack of will. In these and kindred 
charities, public benevolence goes hand in hand with pri- 
vate energy, smoothing the pillow of the sick, feeding the 
hungry, clothing the naked, giving a home to the homeless 
aud supplying, so far as kindness can, "eyes to the blind 
ears to the deaf, and feet to the lame." 

From these statements it appears that institutions under 
the control of private individuals are better managed than 
thoee wboae officers are appointed by the State. The 
whole subject of our charitable societies and public asylums 
demands close and rigid investigation, that |>ower may not 
be abnsed, the poor made more" wretched by the rapacity 
and cruelty of their guardians, and that humanity may 
not be thwarted in its labor* and prayers. We trust the 
Legislature will stieedily deliver the State from the mon- 
strous disgrace which the revelations of thia report must 
heap upon her fair name. 

New York ought to be the model State. Her intelli- 
gence, wealth, enterprise, and reputation ought not to 
make her more despicable, as they must if she suffers such 
abuses as these to remain uncorrected a single year. Give 
us the names of the counties where these abuses abound. 
Give us the names of the keepers of the poor-houses where 
these deeds of shame are perpetrated, and we will publish 
them as the meanest men that live, men who will defraud 
the poor.

A resolution from the Common Council authorizing 
the Mayor and President of each Board to select a 
competent engineer to survey the coal and iron fields 
of Kentucky, at a cost not to exceed $1,000, was 
referred to the Revision Committee, and, after 
proper investigation, Alderman Shot well, from said 
committee, presented the following report, which 
was received and adopted: 

The Revision Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men of the city of Louisville, to whom was referred 
a report and resolution passed by the Common 
Council on the 15th inst., have read the report and 
carefully considered the resolution, which recom- 
mends the appointment of an "engineering party," 
at a cost to the city not to exceed one thousand dol- 
lars, to explore the great middle coal fields of the 
Mississippi Valley, w ith a view to their being made 
available to the* city through the means of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, respectfully re- 
port against its passage for the following reasons, 
to-wit: 

Your committee fully recognise the great advan- 
tages and approve the propriety of such a connec- 
tion, believing many benefits would arise from it. 
Hat your committee do think the object sought can- j 
not be attained by the passage of the resolution re- 
ferred to, nor by an appropriation of the public 
money by the City Council for such object, without 
first obtaining from the Louisville and Nashville i 
Railroad Company terms for the transportation of j 
coal over their road, which, in connection with the 
cost over a branch railroad, should both be com- 
bined and submitted on a firm and fixed rate of 
tariff for transportation, before the city can with 
propriety decide on any proposition of expenditure; 
and, besides this, a coal company should first be 
formed, and it should be a party to "any proposal to 
the city^to render the facts so that the Council and 
the citizens generally could see what they were be- 
fore any definite action was taken. 

Your committee would recommend that, in lieu 
of passing the Proposed resolution, involving an 
expenditure on an uncertainty of any practicable 
result, that a resolution be passed inviting the at- 
tention of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company to the subject of a branch of their road to 
tap the most eligible and extensive coal fields in 
this district. 

This company now have in their employ an expe- 
rienced, able, and practical engineer, with all the 
equipments necessary to a proper investigation of 
this subject, to cause such an exploration to be 
made satisfactory, and further to investigate the pro- 



bable quantity and quality of coal within our reach, 
with an approximate estimate of the cost of the 
same delivered in the city, with this information, 
which the Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany are vastly interested in obtaining, should it lie 



found favorable to the cum 
terprise. 

Your committee think the Railroad Co. would at 
once open books for the subscription of stock in a 
branch of their railroad, which w ould be readily ta- 
keu, and the road soon made, and upon the organi- 
zation of a coal company, with the co-operation of 
the railroads, uniting in a proposal to deliver coal 
to our citizens, at a price which would justify the 
city in assuming the responsibility, then for her to 
do so, to any extent her citizens' interest might re- 
quire, on terms submitted in equity, specifically de- 
nned and set forth, but not until then.

The Merrimack Man'g Co. was first incorporated, which 
was iu 1x22. There are now 12 corporations, with a total 
capital stock of $1:1,900,000. There are 52 mills, 392,334 
spindles, and 11.773 looms. Eight thousand eight hundred 
aud twenty females aud 4,o67 males are emploved. Two 
million two hundred and forty-six yards of cotton, 30,0.0 
yards of woolen, 25,000 yards of cai-|«t, and 61) rugs are 
manufactured per week. 

Twenty-eight thousand three hundred and fiftr tons of 
hard coal, 31,300 bushels of charcoal, 200 cords of wood, 
60,717 gallons of sperm and 20,000 gallons of lard oil, 1,- 
463,100 pounds of starch, and 1,545 barrels of flour are used 
in the mills in one year. Six hundred and ninety thou- 
sand pound* of cotton are used each week. The wheels 
used are the breast, turbine, aud a wheel improved bv Mr. 
Francis. The average wages of females, clear of board, 
per week, $2. Avenue wages of males, clear of board, per 
day, K0 cents. 

The population of Lowell in l.«28 was 3,533. In ls55 the 
populution was 37,553. The boardiug-houses belong to the 
corporations, and are under the charge of discreet matrons. 
Several permanent iron ladders, leading from the roof to 
the basement of the factory building and communicating 
with the windows of each story by platforms with iron- 
railings afford means of escaping in the event of fire.

Thk Si.avk Trade Flourishing. — According to 
Mr. J. S. Thrasher, from 1821 to 1854 nearly 300,- 
000 negroes were brought to the island of Cuba. In 
1817 the relative projiortion of the whites to the 
blacks iu the island was as 2D to 33; and in 1851 it 
was as 28 to 44. 

The London Times also contains some interesting 
statistics in relation to the African slave trade. 
From 1845 to 1856 there were imported successively, 
year bv year, into Brazil from Africa the following 
batches of slaves: 17,435, 19,095, 22,849, 19,453, 
50,324, 56,172, 60,000, 54,000, and 23,000. 

We learn, says the Philadelphia Inquirer, from 
these and other figures, that from 1842 to 1845 the 
slave traffic, though apparently declining, was at 
any rate stationary, whereas, in 1846 it received an 
extraordinary impulse which for four successive 
years nearly trebled its result. It is unnecessary to 
add that this increase coincided with those legisla- 
tive acts which opened the British markets to Bra- 
zilian sugars. In 1850, however, though the sugar 
trade retained all its freedom, the importation of 
slaves fell to 23,000— scarcely one-half its recent 
amount — and in the next year the 
remarkable still. 



Theological Conference Between Protestants and 
Catholics. — A conference w as held on the 2d of Sep- 
tember last between four priests and four Protestant 
ministers, at Divonne, for discussing the principles 
of Protestantism and Romanism. There were about 
twenty witnesses present. The representatives of 
Protestantism were Bungener (the celebrated author 
of the "Council of Trent" and other well-known 
theological works), and Jacquet, minister of the 
national church at Geneva; Guers, of the free 
church of Geneva; andBois, of Valence, in France. 
One of the priests was Mermillod, the editor of the 
"Annales Catholiques de Geneve" and the author of 
several polemical works against Protestantism. 
Official minutes couid not be published because the 
parties could not agree on them. But Rev. Mr. 
Bungener has published the Protestant and one of 
the priests the Catholic report on the conference. 
It is worth noticing that a conference of this kind 
has been repeatedly offered by Protestant ministers 
in England to Dr. Cahill, the oracle of the Irish 
Catholics, and, in our country, to Orestes Brownson, 
but has always been declined. 

A biography of Robespierre in an Irish paper 
concludes thus: "This extraordinary man left no 
children behind him except a brother, who was 
killed at the same time."

cal gems, and the display of a fine pair of legs ap- 
pears to be a surer passport to public favor than the 
most splendid genius and well cultivated talent. 

It is true that we live in an age of humbug, but 
we have a better opinion of our population than to 
believe that they have no taste, no discrimination, 
and no appreciation of the beautiful and excellent.

We have frequently heard complaints that dis- 
tinguished actors and actresses and singers and ar- 
tists of every description do not favor Louisville 
with a visit, yet the reason is apparent — they are 
not supported here, and they are unwilling to sub- 
ject themselves to the mortification of appearing be- 
fore "a beggarly account of empty boxes," while 
a circus clown, a comic singer, a troupe of negro 
minstrels, or Donetti's monkeys will draw houses 
crowded almost to suffocation. 

We are sure that our citizens are doing themselves 
great injustice in this want of independence and 
neglect of real merit. We are satisfied that they 
can, if they will, appreciate true merit and distin- 
guish the false from the real, and we hope that a radi- 
cal change in the manifestation of public taste will 
be promptly effected. 

An opportunity w ill be presented to-night for a 
display of our appreciation and willingness to en- 
courage real merit and superior attainments. The 
lady who is playing an engagement at our theatre 
not only has peculiar claims upon the people of Louis- 
ville as a native of the city, but .»he possesses rare 
natural endowments, improved by the highest degree 
of artistic cultivation.
